Commissioner,  relating  to  the  changes 
ii;  grades  of  the  .V.  T.  R.  and  the  Que- 
bec terminals,  was  tabled  in  liui  House 
today. 

Till.-  returf  showed  that  the  latest  eor- 
1-1  ."Pondenee  relating  to  the  grades  was 
ill  lin'J.  when  General  Manager  Cham- 
bi.rliu  and  Commissioner  Leonard  dls- 
cu.saod  the  subject  in  three  or  four  let- 
ters. To  Mr.  Chantberlln's  objections, 
the  commissioner  replied  '  that  tho 
changes  were  In  line  with  what  tiio 
G.  T.  P.  was  doing  on  Us  own  section 
of  the  road,  and  that  there  was  nothing 
In  tlie  agreement  between  the  Govern- 
ment and  the  company  that  prohibited 
the  changes  being  made.  He  stated  that 
the  ehanges  In  grades  were  not  in  rul- 
ing grades,  and  that  they  would  not 
affect  the  hauling  power  of  loeomotlvcfi. 

The  correspondence  with  regard  to 
the  Quobcc  terminals  is  of  interest  as 
showing  a  fear  on  the  part  of  the  G. 
T.  P.  officials  that  "the  O.  P.  R.  would 
get  the  better  of  them  at  Quebec  in  the 
I'nlou  Station  plans.  In  August,  1912, 
iTeslflont  Chamliorlin  was  in  favor  of 
gomg  liack  to  the  original  plan  at  Que- 
bec, but  tile  Grand,  Trunk  Pacific  peo- 
ple were  In  fear  the  C.  V.  R.  would  get 
control  of  all  the  deep  water  frontage 
below  the  Dufferln  Terrace  and  tho 
Citadel,  including  the  Champlaln  Mar- 
ket, which  they  would  then  he  able  to 
reach  from  both  directions  and  at  the 
same  time  have  the  G.  T.  P.  tied  up 
fast  witn  the  I'niou  Stat-on  propo.sl- 
tion. 

Diffarence  in  Satlmataa 

In  April,  111]:!,  Major  Leonard  estl- 
niated  tho  cost  of  the  Quebec  terminals 
at  about:  »1. 000. 000,  but  President  Cham- 
berlin  in  his  re|-)iy  put  the  eo.«t  at  over 
.ff, 000. 000.  and  annual  Interest  charges 
iii    IPtS.OOO. 

He  was  against  the  tunnel  .scheme, 
Piid  in  favor  of  the  market  place.  He 
tlioiight  arrangements  would  be  neces- 
sary for  freigiu  beyond  Wolfe's  Cove 
that  would  cost  ?2, 000. 000  or  IH. 000,000 
a  I, me. 

Major  Leonard  replied  that  (his  view 
was  not  warranted,  as  the  Quebec  Har- 
bor Commission  would  construct  all 
wharves  along  the  river  front,  just  a.s 
had  been  done  at  Montreal.  H,!  further 
declared  thaf  Mr.  Chamberlln's  estl- 
mato  of  interest  charges  was  too  high 
by    GO    per    cent    or    more. 

There  are  further  letters  along  the 
same  lines,  the  latest  being  last  August. 
Since  that  date,  according  to  a  state- 
ment made  by  Mr.  Borden  in  the  House, 
Ml.  ('hamberlln  has  agreed  to  the 
changes.

SUFFERS  IN  STORM 


British  Staamahip  Swept  by  Oreat  Wava

SKW  YUKK,  l''ebruary  18.  -With  hei- 
c-lilef  officer  and  three  of  her  ercw  so 
ai-rlously  Injured  by  a  giant  wave  that 
their  transfer  to  hp.spllal  upon  arrival 
In  this  port  tonight  was  necessary,  the 
steamer  H.  Cairndon.  from  l.<mdon. 
ended  a  tiip  that  was  a  eontlnual  bat- 
tle with   the   woist   kind   of  weath<-r. 

The  Cairndon  ran  into  tlie  worst 
weather  when  about  800  miles  from 
this  port.

Special  comment  is  made  in  the  press 
upon  the  nvoidunco  by  the  Unionists  of 
homo  rule  anrl  tariff  reform  issues, 
though  the  final  messages  of  the  Union-

foi'co  In  Great  Britain  ini-ludin,^  the 
pi-ovlsion  for  a  public  prosecutor,  and, 
while  not  advocating  theli-  adoption, 
said  that  tlic  advisability  of  incorpora- 
ting all  or  .some  of  theuf  in  the  Act 
might  well  engage  the  atleiitiou  of  i,i 
L,-ommittoc   of   the    House. 

Bad    Fre-Enilnence 

.Ml-.  JIacIean  said  he  doubted  if  there 
w-as  a  country  in  the  British  limpire 
where  corrupt  practices  in  el<;ctlons 
were  as  prevalent  as  in  Canada.  Con- 
ditions were  deplorable,  and  (.-alied  for 
a  remedy.  In  almost  every  election 
tliere  wero  ehargi-s  and  counter-charges 
of  coirupt  practiec.s  uiade  by  the  two 
parties. 

Mr.  Maelcau  said  that  tiic  elimination 
•jf  corruiit  practices  would  do  away 
with  much  of  the  bitterness  and  acidity 
which  mark  public  life.  Our  election 
laws,  though  in  some  rospects  i|uite 
.sttinK,'nt,  could  be  made  much  more 
tffeelive  by  the  ado|>tlon  of  somo  of 
the  features  of  the  law  of  Great  Brit- 
ain. There  the  law  Is  much  more  ef- 
fective, though  In  piinclpli:  .siiuiiar  to 
our  laws.  '  Mr.  I'^laelean  also  suggested 
that  the  United  States  Ioav  calling  for 
publicity  in  connection  with  campaign 
contributions  might  well  bu  considerc-d. 
Mlnlater  Agreca 
Hon.  C.  J.  Doherty  eongra  ulated  the 
Memhor  for  Halifax  on  bringing  up  the 
(luestion.  He  had  under  consideration 
for  some  time  the  desirability  of  im- 
proving tho  Controverted  Kleotions  Act. 
There  were  very  great  difficulties  in 
the  wa.\.  There  was  the  danger  of 
making  th..-  law  so  severe  that  its  en- 
toi-cement  might  not  meet  with  public 
sympathy.  He  w-^a  iiuite  willing  to 
have  a  committee  of  the  IIou.se  appoint- 
ed to  consider  the  question.  Tluy  might 
produce  n  better  and  wiser  law  thiin 
any  one  man  might  b«  uble  to  piepare. 
He  pointed  out  that  the  hl.story  of  the 
committees  on  this  .suhjeet  did  not 
point  to  this  being  a  rapid  solution. 
There  was  a  committee  in  11(03  and  an- 
other in  1!M>7.  and  yet  nothing  came  of 
it, 

.Mr.  Dohert.v  pointeil  out  that  the  elec- 
tion law  at  present  made  acts,  which  at 
an.\-  other  time  woulrl  he  innocent,  a 
grounii  for  Invalidating  an  election  If 
eommltted  at  tli«s  time  of  an  election. 
Some  of  these  acts  were  nuite  trivial, 
and  he  thou),'ht  the  conunittee  might 
consider  whether  .•^onie  distinction 
miglit  he  made  among  them.  In  this 
connection  lie  suggested  that  informa- 
tion might  be  brought  to  liear  to  re- 
duce the  numbei-  of  saw-offs.  At  pres- 
ent a  candidate  who  attempted  honestly 
to  conduct  an  honest  election  might  be 
unseated  by  a  trivial  act  of  an  agent, 
and  fie  was.  therefore.  In  the  same  posi- 
tion as  a  candidate  who  made  no  ef- 
fort to  conduct  an  honest  election.  If 
a  distinction  were,  made  between  these 
two  cases,  it  would,  Mr.  Df-herty 
tljought,  reduce  tho  number  of  election 
petitions  which  were  nieO  on  trivial 
grounds  merely  as  a  moans  of  paving 
the  way  for  a  mutual  diopplng  of  suits. 
Oompnlalon  of  Totara 
A  radical  proposal  was  made  by  the 
Minister  for  the  enactment  of  a  law 
making  it  compulsory  for  voters  to  go 
to  the  polls.  He  did  not  advocate  com- 
pulsory voting.  but  he  thought  tho 
stale  might  properly  insist  that  every 
voter  should  go  to  the  polla.  He  would 
leave  him  free  to  deposit  a  blank  bal- 
lot, or  n-icrely  to  register  the  fact  of 
his  presence  with  the  returning  offlj-er. 
A  provision  of  this  kind.  Mr.  Doherty 
thought.,  would  do  away  with  the  cor- 
ruption which  grew  out  of  the  bringing 
of  voters  to  the  polls,  and  it  wo'ild  also 
hamper  the  operations  of  the  person- 
ator.  He  did  not  suggest  disfranchise- 
ment as  a  penalty  for  failure  to  attend 
at  the  polling  place,  l>ecause  the  de- 
sire waa  to  get  as  large  a  number  of 
voters  out  as  possible.  He  thought  the 
question  of  a  penalty  should  be  left  to 
the  committee.

The 
further  discussion  of  that  matter  shall 
then  he  postponed  until  the  blshop.s 
have  withdrawn,  the  two  houses  shall 
then    sit  apart   for   the  desired    time." 

This  met  with  considerable  discussion, 
although  the  motion  was  proposed  prior 
to  a  most  stirring  speech  given  by  the 
Rev.  C.  A.  Seager.  Mr.  Seager  con- 
tended that,  unless  the  legislative  body 
of  the  Church  met  together  as  a  whole, 
there  was  a  distinct  loss  of  deliberate 
power  and  .spiritual  effect.  It  was  his 
belief  that  the  sejiaratlon  of  the 
episcopate  and  the  rest  of  the  Church 
arouKC  from  ttie  lack  of  meeting  of  the 
whole  house  corporate,  but  the  right  of 
the  episcopate  to  meet  apart  must  be 
preserved.  This  resolution  carried  out 
this  point 

The  Rev.  F.  U.  Graham  t>ointed  out 
that  tills  clause  made  no  provision  for 
the  clergy  and  laity  if  they  desired  to 
alt  apart  from  the  bishops.  The  Rev. 
Owen  Bulkeley  spoke  strongly  on  the 
dangerous  precedent  It  would  be  to  givo 
the  delegates  the  power  to  sit  apart  In 
the  ease  of  disagreement. 

I'he  Bishop  of  Xew  Westminster 
pointed  ouf  the  serious  departures  from 
precedent  of  the  Church,  and  asked  if 
this  Province  was  so  much  wiser  than 
the  rest  of  Canada  that  it  would  intro- 
duce a  now  feature,  witich  after  long 
consideration  had  been  discarded  by  the 
other  Synods.  The  Rev.  C.  R.  Littler 
also  spoke  strongly  on  the  breaking 
away  from  traditions.  There  followed 
di.scu.ssiuii  l.\  Mr.  Connell  and  Mr. 
t.;  in  ha  II  I. 

Archdaaoon    Scrlven 

The  afternoon  se.s.slon  commenced  with 
ail  elofiuent  syeecli  from  the  Venerable 
.Archdeacon  .Scrlven,  wiio  made  a  strong 
point  of  the  fact  that  the  ui.-!iioi;a  furm 
a  distinct  order  apart  from  the  clergy, 
with  special  privileges  and  stilP  greater 
responsibilities.  The  fact  th.at  the 
clergy  and  laTty  ask  that  they  might, 
wiion  they  deem  fit  sit  apart,  showed 
the  trust  that  w,i.s  placed  in  them. 
The  nishopK  naturally  looked  nt  affairs 
from  a  wider  viewpoint,  thinking  In 
dioceses  rather  than  In  parishes.  "If 
t.".,.iv  in  oiiH  i/iKly  in  tiic  »v<>i-5d  wliit;h  is 
not  a  democracy,  it  Is  the  church,"  said 
the  speaker.  The  power  was  obtained 
from  above  and  not  from  below.  Any- 
thing departing  from  that  Idea  was  a 
step  in   the  wrong  direction. 

The  Rev.  C.  A.  .Seager  said  that  he 
was  prepared  to  fight  for  his  motion, 
but  would  not  on  any  account  Include 
the  amendment  as  suggested  hy  Mr. 
Graham.  The  initiative  must  most  do- 
cidedly  be  left  to  the  bi.shop.s,  other- 
wise It  would  be  derogative  to  their 
dignity.  The  resolution  was  finally 
passeil  with  a  large  majority  without 
the   amendment. 

The  report  of  the  special  committee 
on  the  Investigation  of  two  drafts  of 
the    Constitution    was    then    read.. 

The  .Synod  then  adjourned  to  meet 
again  In  the  evening  at  a  public  mls- 
sif.nary  meeting.  The  next  business 
.session  will  be  held  this  morning  at  10 
o'clock,  when  the  rest  of  the  clauses  of 
the  Constitution  will  be  brought  for- 
ward.

Theti.s  Cove.  ICsquimalt  Harbor,  where 
it  was  intended  that  the  steel-riveted 
pressure  line  from  Humpback  Itoservoir 
to  the  city  .should  be  fabricated.  This 
plant  Is  now  under  control  of  the 
lliiuidator  of  the  company.  appointed 
ujjon  action  by  the  Uank  of  Montreal. 
The  city,  which  has  decided  that  the 
steel  pipe  lino  shall  be  fabricated  by  day 
labor,  has!  endeavored  to  secure  this 
plant.  Tho  iifiuldator  has  asked  $40,000 
and  the  city  has  offered  about  $20,000. 
It  la  the  claim  of  the  city's  engineers 
that,  since  the  plant  was  shut  down 
through  the  Tl'estholme  Lumber  Com- 
pany going  Into  the  receiver's  hands,  a 
conslderabl'-  quantity  of  the  machlneiy 
and  tool.s  has  been  removed.

up  the  incline  r.'tilway  to  the  flow  line 
grade,  alon^  \^hicli  the  temporary  con- 
st ruetion  railway  has  been  Utld  to  tSooko 
Tjake,  a  distance  of  .seventeen  miles,  and 
alKo  In  the  direction  of  llumiiback 
Uescrvoir,  nearly  ten  miles.  Tho  ascent 
up  the  steep  incline,  which  rises  500 
feet  in  a  length  of  2,000  feet,  occasioned 
amusetneni  and  numerou.'^  thrills  lo  the 
members  of  tlie  Investigating  parly. 
who.  .seated  upon  lumber  piled  upoil 
three  small  trucks,  watelif'd  the  slenoer 
cable  aliea'l  with  nervous  dread  In  fear 
of  the  general  rosuUs  wlilcli  would  fol- 
low w^ere  the  cable  lo  break.  At  Cooper's 
Cove,  and  along  the  flow  line  grade 
towards  Sooke  Lake,  the  greatest 
activity  is  at  pre.qont  discernible.  Ma- 
terials for  tho  construction  of  tlie  forty 
concrct'^  structures  which  will  carry 
the  concrete  flow  line  pipe  of  forty-two 
InoliPs  in  diameter  across  the  ravines, 
are  bclUK  hauled  up  In  trainloads  and 
distributed  along  tlie  grade  by  three 
small  locomotives  ana  some  sixty  cars. 
The  contractors  for  the  telephone  line 
along  the  entire  right-of-way  ari;  busy 
getting  poles  on  tlie  work,  the  blasting 
of  post  holes  being  almost  finished.  The 
conerele  trusties  will  be  compleled  l>y 
the  city  at  an  apinoxlmale  cost  of 
$40,000.  Tbe  facific  Lock  .loint  Pipe 
company  will  locate  its  nipe-fabricatliiH: 
works  at  or  near  Cooper's  Cove.  The 
company  will,  as  .•oon  as  the  city  has 
complifcied  the  concret.^  trestles,  be  able 
to  secure  the  railway  and  otlier  plant. 
and  must  timlei-take  the  drllverj-  along 
the  grade  and  laying  of  the  concrete 
pipe.  It  will  bo  eight  or  nine  weeks  be- 
fore the  Work  of  laying  this  concrete 
l^pe  line  will  commence,  but  manufac- 
ture of.  the  lengflis,  reinforced  with 
slcel,  will  be  begun  .lust  as  soon  as  the 
plant   for    falirleatlng    It    is    ready.

At  Sooke  Lake  the  head  works  are 
practlcall.\'  completed,  but  minor  opera- 
lions  remain  yet  to  be  carried  <»ut,  such 
as  elearlntr  up  the  debris  and  connect- 
ing wifli  the  coiicrete  flow  line.  At 
Sooke  rilver.  on  the  concrete  flow  line. 
a  ster>l  bridge,  to  span  a  deep  ravine 
eighty-five  foet  In  width,  will  bo  ettvrted 
h'y  the  Canada  K«nij^'Ost  Steel  Com- 
pltiijr,;  of  V«n«;ourur>  t^  ivli«4n  luts  been 


awarded  the  contract.  Tho  company  liaa 
opened  an  office  here,  and  delivery  of 
the  steel  will  commence  within  tbe  next 
week  or  two.  >Vhen  thta  structure  Is 
erected  It  will  complete  the  grade  from 
fiooktj  Lake  to  Cooper's  Cove.  On  all 
other  ravines  the  city  has  erected 
temporary  timber  trestles  to  carry  the 
construction  railway,  about  tlilrty-five 
of  these  being  now  comploted,  one  of  a 
height  of  UO  feet.  The  Booko  Kivcr 
crossing  was  too  expensive  an  under- 
taking to  permit  of  a  temporary  struc- 
lure,  and  until  the  steel  structure  is 
lomploted  tho  railway  line  will  not  be 
eompleted  rlffhl  through.  The  concrete 
foundations   for  ihis    bridge  are   now    In. 

The  trip  of  nearly  ten  miles  along  the 
flow  line  grade  gave  the  Council  mem- 
bers an  e.vcellent  idea  of  the  great 
amount  nf  work  that  has  beca  done. 
Hllhorlo.  vl.sliois  have  contented  them- 
selves with  mertjly  sloppliig  at  cooper's 
r'ove  and  the  work  bavng  carried  on  on 
llu'  nppei'  level  Could  not  be  appreciated. 
About  ihe  only  objection  which  some  of 
the  InvestigatorB  could  make  waa  thai 
there  appeared  lo  be  too  many  curves  In 
the  line  when  more  direct  stretches 
nilgiu  have  been  secured.  Tlie  engineers 
explained  that  the  plan  adopted  meant 
a  saving  in  cost,  while  the  amount  of 
curvatures  and  tlie  affect  upon  the  flow 
of  water  by  reason  of  them  has  Ihmm 
carefully    calculated.

Jones  &  Kant  had  th«J  contract  for  ex- 
cavating last  year,  the  city  has  about 
twelve  men  engaged.  During  the  rainy 
season  a  large  slide  threw  about  5,000 
cubic  yards  of  earth  Into  the  trench. 
This  will  be  removed  when  drier  condi- 
tions   prevail. 

At  all  points  where  men  are  engaged. 
Investigation  was  made  as  to  how  many, 
if  any.  are  aliens  or  liave  have  been  en- 
gaged through  employment  agcnt-s. 
From  Cooper's  Cov<^  to  Booke  Lake 
there  are  abovlt  sixty  men  scattered 
along  the  grade.  Including  twelve 
operathip  Iho  rock  crusher.  Only  fJtrce 
Italians  wero  discovered,  men  who  liad 
worked  before  on  tlie  Job.  The  great 
majority  were  Anglo-Saxons  and  Hrltlsh 
subjects.  In  not  a  slnRle  Instance  was 
any  man  found  who  had  been  sent  out 
by  an  employment  aj.ent.  The  various 
foremen  were  closely  ciuestioned  and 
pay  sheets  examined.  A  report  will  he 
prepared  by  these  subordinates  on  the 
overhead  charges  for  the  past  three 
month.s.  The  men  taken  on  litis  Spring 
Were  mostly  those  who  had  worked 
there    last   y-AW 

The  Aldernteii,  with  hardly  one  ex- 
cejjtion.  expressed  themselves' as  quite 
satisfied  with  the  manner  In  which  the 
men  eiLiraged  oij  the  work  are  being  se- 
cured, indicating  as  It  did  the  lack  of 
foundation  for  tho  many  rumors  in 
circulation. 

At  Cooper's  Cove  the  .storehouse  in 
which  about  1,000  barnls  of  cement  arc 
stored  was  examined,  and  while  It  was 
found  that  the  near  presence  of  tho 
harbor  water  had  caked,  to  a  very  slight 
degree,  the  cement  In  those  sacks  on  the 
outside  of  the  pile  of  sacks  containing 
tho  material,  the  .  loss  therefrom  was 
found  to  be  extremely  limited.  Old 
tools  and  wheel  barrows,  used  when  tho 
Westholme  Lumber  Company  was  oper- 
ating under  its  contract,  were  found  in 
limited  numbers  scattered  along  the 
grade  line,  but  these  were  worn  out  and 
useless. 

Tho  investigating  party  leluriied  to 
the  city  convinced  that,  so  far  as  en- 
gineering supervision  and  the  work  of 
subordinates  Is  concerned,  the  rumors 
of  faults  therein  are  almost  wholly  un- 
founded. The  commiUoo's  report  will 
be  before  the  City  Council  at  next 
Monday    ni^'ht's    meeting.

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The  llrst  year's  working  of  the 
Water  Rights  IJraneh  of  tho  Depart- 
ment of  Land.'!  is  summarized  in  the  re- 
port of  the  Hon.  W.  U.  Uoss,  Minister 
of  I^nds.  which  was  presented  !o  tho 
IvOgl  sill  lure    yesterday. 

Tlie  lir^t  work  of  organization  was 
the  division  of  the  Province  into  main 
water  districts  and  the  appointment'^ 
of  engineers.  The  boundaries  of  these 
districts  are  governed  by  transportation 
facilities,  and  ailDgethor  there  are  el?Tht 
districts,  divided  as  follows:  Victoria, 
Kamloops,  Xicola,  Okanagan,  Kcttl.> 
Valley,  Nelson.  Southeast  .Kootenay  and 
North  Kootenay.  Tho  district  of  Vic- 
toria is  pnietieally  the  whole  of  the 
Pi'ovincc  north  of  the  railway  belt,  In- 
cluding Vancouver  Island,  as  it  was  con- 
sidered Inadvisable  lo  have  divisions  in 
this   dislrioi   at   present, 

.V  definite  order  of  won<  was  .adopted 
and  followed  tliroughout  the  season  in 
all  districts  on  the  following  basis: 
F.ngini'ering  Investigation  of  old  rec- 
ords; systematic  and  conitnuous  v.^orl-; 
in  stream  measurement;  a  study  of  '.he 
proper  duty  of  water;  the  iirevontlon  of 
wasteful  use  of  water;  the  policing  of 
streams;  the  economic  distribution  and 
delivery  of  water:  tlie  inspection  of 
cisterns  to  determine  their  ofhcioncy 
and  safety:  the  determination  of  stor- 
age posslbilitle.'',  and  tlie  investigation 
of   water  powets. 

Blghta  'yadcr   Old  Sacords 

"Of  this  work  the  llrst  has  taken  up 
by  far  tho  ma.ior  portion  of  the  season," 
saj-s  Mr.  William  Voting,  Comptroller 
of  Water  Piighis,  in  his  report.  "In 
many  sections  successful  water  adniin- 
istrallon  is  dependant  on  tho  delormltia- 
lion  Viy  the  Board  of  TnvesligaUon  of 
Rights  under  old  records,  and  It  was 
therefore  of  iirlmary  importance  that 
tiielr  engineering  <;orps  sliould  co-oper- 
ate  Willi    the   board." 

The  year  has  been  marked  by  the  In- 
av;[giiration  of  liydrograplilc  work  «m  a 
new  basis.  For  several  years  tlic  l>o- 
mlnlon  Government  has  carried  on  such 
work  in  the  railway  belt,  and  with  the 
transfer  of  water  administration  to  tho 
Crovlnce  tho  Hiitish  Columbia  Hydro- 
graphic    Survey    was    established."

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SEEKS   PAYMENT   OF   NOTE 

ICr.  J.  K.  Baker  Brlnra  Suit  Against  Wr. 
J.  Brethonr  for  9300  Odd — Argu- 
ment  Today 

An  action  arising  out  of  the  liqui- 
dalion  of  the  Bankers'  Trust  Co.  came 
b«lore  .ludge  Tjampman,  In  the  County 
Court,  Tuesday.  Mr.  J.  H.  Baker,  for- 
merly a  director  of  that  concern,  was 
the  plaintiff  nnd  Mr.  Julius  Brcthour,  of 
Sidney,  the  defendant.  The  former  is 
seeking  payment  of  the  face  value  of 
Mr.  Brethour's  notc-of-hand  for  $300, 
together  with  interest,  which  amounts 
to  ?15.36.  The  latter,  in  his  defence, 
takes  the  position  that  he  was  Induced 
to  drjiw  the  note  In  payment  of  cer- 
tain sliares  In  tlnr  defunct  eorpor.ition 
which  were  sold  to  him  through  fraud 
and  misrepresentation.  His  counsel. 
Mr.  W.  J.  Taylor,  K.  <'.,  contends  tliat, 
as  a  matter  of  law,  Mr.  Baker,  because 
of  lilB  close  connection  with  tlie  com- 
pany, should  have  known  of  the  meih- 
ods  being  pursued.  On  the  other  hand, 
Mr.  .1.  P..  Green,  for  Mr.  Baker,  brought 
evidence  in  the  endeavor  to  prove  that 
the  company,  at  the  time  the  sale  was 
made,  was  in  good  financial  clrcuni- 
stance.s.  Messrs.  C.  .\.  FbrSythe.  the 
chartered  accountant,  who  made  .a  rejiort 
on  the  records  of  the  Bankers'  Trust 
Co.  sub.sequent  to  liquidation,  .-md  J.  K. 
Allen,  the  liquidator.  testified  pn  the 
plaintiffs  behalf.  They  were  called  In 
the  effort  to  show  that  the  books  of 
tho.  company  on  March  6,  the  date  of 
the  sale  of  slock  to  Mr.  Brethour,  Indi- 
cated  a   surplus   of,  140.000. 

Mr.  Brethour,  for  the  defence,  re- 
counted the  reprc.Henlalions  made  by 
Mr.  Frank  Skldmore,  one  of  the  eoni- 
pany's  salesmen,  as  a  result  of  whlcli 
he  was  Induced  to  make  the  investment. 
He  entertained  the  court  with  a  reca- 
pitulation of  tlie  prom'lscs  of  which  soi 
micl)  was  heard  during  the  trial  of 
Mc.'srs.  Cook  and  Hoarn.  He  was  told 
thai  the  company  had  large  tracks  of 
land  in  Oak  Bay  and  at  Cedar  Hill,  that 
it  was  tlie  Intention  to  enter  upon 
bungalow  building  on  an  extensive  scale, 
that  the  stock  was  paying  dividends  at 
tile  rate  of  20  per  cent,  and  that  the 
company  controlled  an  air  pump  patent 
which,  when  launched,  would  revolution- 
ize the  HutomOblle  pump  business  and 
bring    In    large    returns. 

.luOge  Lampman  evinced  .«(ome  curi- 
osity ^vllh  reg.ard  to  the  pump,  and  was 
Informed  that  Mr.  Skldmore  had  said 
tliai  they  were  going  Into  Its  manufac- 
ture on  a  large  scale  and  that  the  fac- 
tory was  to  be  established  at  Sidney. 
His  Honor  observed  that  It  appeared  to 
him  scarcely  necesaary  for  the  Bank- 
ers' Trust  representatives  to  provide 
themselves  with  artificial  means  of 
pumping  air.

The  progress  made  In  the  survcylnpr 
of  tlie  Provitic?  during  the  past  year  has 
established  a  record,  according  to  the 
report  of  the  Surveyor  General,  which  i.s 
included  in  the  annual  report  of  the 
Minister  of  I^ands,  presented  to  the 
I^eglslature   j'esterday. 

One  million  acres  of  crown  lands  have 
been  surveyed  by  the  Governiiient,  and 
the  greater  part  of  this  vast  area  ha.-^ 
been  subdivided  into  lots  varying  from 
40  to  IGO  acres  in  e.<tent;  400  miles  of 
dislrict  boundaries  have  been  run:  ex- 
plorations have  been  carried  out  In 
Cassiar  and  Peace  River  disirlcts,  and  a 
eommencenienl  has  be*n  made  on  the 
de-limitation  of  the  eastern  boundary 
of  tlie  Province  in  conjunction  with  tho 
Governments  of  the  Dominion  and  of 
the   Province   of  Alberta. 

Seven  ly-flve  surveyors  have  been  In 
the  employ  of  the  Oovernmenl  for  vary- 
ing periods  during  the  year.  In  the 
matter  of  private  survey.s  the  outstand- 
ing feature  of  the  year  Is  the  quantity 
of  timber  lands  surveyed.  It  is  prob- 
able that  when  all  returns  are  received 
it  will  l>e  found  that  1,500,000  acres  of 
land  held  under  special  timber  license 
have  been  surveyed,  wliicli  equals  the 
combined  area  survej-ed  in  1911  and 
1912,  and  amounts  lo,  practically,  30  per 
cent  of  the  limber  land  held  under  li- 
cense and  unsurvej-ed  at  the  beginning 
of  the  ^•ear.  Oii  the  other  hand,  the  area 
of  land  surveyed  •privately  Is  under 
600,000  acres,  or  only  about  50  per  cent 
of  that  survej'ed  in  the  preceding  year, 
the  shrinkage  being  due  to  ilic  decrease 
in  the  area  of  unsurveyed  land  held  un- 
der application  to  purchase. 

SoTTey  of  Fre-Smpted  Ziaade 

There  is  a  decrease  In  the  area  of  pre- 
emptions surveyed  privately  which  is 
due  lo  the  activlly  of  the  Governmeiit 
during  tho  past  year  In  the  survey  of 
lands  held  by  pre-emptors.  Approxi- 
mately 89,000  acres  were  so  surveyed, 
which  makes  a  total  area  of  land  held 
under  pre-emption  records  surveyed  last 
xear,  144,000  acres,  which  is  beyond 
question  live  greatest  ttrea  of  pre-empted 
land   ever  surveyed   In   one  year. 

The  area  of  land  under  application 
to  purchase  is  only  half  that  of  last 
year,  on  account  of  the  fact  that  for 
some  years  past  land  has  not  been  open 
to  purchase  over  a  large  section  of  the 
J'rovince,  and  shows  conclusively  that 
the  survey  of  land  being  taken  by  pur- 
chase Is  approaching  completion.  Tbe 
area  of  mineral  claims  surveyed  is  W'ell 
above   the   average. 

The  increased  area  of  t!ml.ci-  sur- 
veyed is  the  outstanding  feat;ire  of  the 
year,  and  it  is  estimated  tiiat  the  total 
area  siir^-eycd  will  prove  to  be  not  less 
than  1,500,000  acres,  which  equals  the 
combined  area  of  the  two  previous 
years.  The  area  of  surveyed!  coal  li- 
censes and  leases  In  gejieral  Is  about 
tho  average.  The  area  of  land  surveyed 
by  Ihc  Oovernmenl  is  practically  double 
that  on  1909,  notwithstanding;  the  fact 
that  the  expenditure  of  this  year  repre- 
sents survey  of  land  In  all  parts  of  the 
Province,  Including  the  most  difflcult 
and  danger«jus   sections. 

With  Tegard  to  the  general  work  of 
the  oflice  the  report  nhowe  that  15,- 
347  blue  prints  were  made  as  against 
4,500  made  In  I?! 2.  and  t2,7Il»  letters 
were  received,  an  Increase  of  nearly 
3,006  over  tho  prevloue  year.

It  is  very  evident  that  th^s 
expectation  cannot  be  mot  out  ot  rev- 
enue. The  public  has  been  told  that 
in  view  of  the  great  surplus  recently 
on  hand,  no  loan  ought  to  be  contem- 
plated; but  those,  who  take  this  posi- 
Mon.  do  not  stop  to  think  of  why  we 
had  a  surplus.  Owing  to  the  wise  finan- 
cial policy  of  the  present  administration, 
the  revenue  rapidly  IncrcaKcd  during  a 
period  of  great  general  prosper! t;,;.  and 
it  was  allowed  to  accumulate,  so  tiiat 
^\hen  the  time  seemed  ripe  to  do  so, 
a  largo  programnte  of  public  works 
fi-.ultl  be  inaugur.'itcd.  In  the  latter 
part  of  ini3  the  Government  decided 
il.at  it  was  timely  to  take  this  step, 
and  the  decision  very  happily  syn- 
chronized with  the  beginning  Of  a  World- 
wide period  of  depression.  Whether  the 
I'remicr  and  his  colleagues  foresaw  tills 
change  in  the  business  situation  and 
were  thereby  influenced  to  decide  upor> 
an  exceptionally  lai-go  outlay,  we  shall 
not  undertake  to  Say,  for  we  do  not 
Ijnow;  Imt  we  do  know,  and'  the  whole 
Province  will  bear  us  out  tn  thestatc- 
Mient,  that  if  it  had  not  been  for  the 
M  ry  comiirehensive  pollci'  of  publlo 
works  authorized  by  llic  Logitlsture.  at 
tlic  request  of  the  Government,  I.!rlti::?h 
Columbia  would  not  have  passed 
through  the  acute  financial  period  with 
so   little   interruption  of   Us  progress. 

It  is  -very  evident  that  we  canriot  hope 
to  meet  tile  refinirements  of  the  Prov- 
ince for  public  works  out  of  current 
revenue,  without  impoBing  burdens  upon 
the.  people,  which  Uioy  ought  not  to  be 
asked  to  bear,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  works  to  be  provided  will  be  bene- 
ti<ial  to  the  people  for  an  Indefinitely 
long  period  in  the  future.  It  Is  riglvt  to 
place  upon  posterity  its  share  of  the 
co.'-t  of  worlds  undertaken  hh  much  in 
llicir  interests  as  in  lho.se  of  u:i  who  are 
alive  today.  If  we  were  going  to  crit- 
icize the  Loan  Uill.  our  objection  would 
be  that  the  .sunv  authorized  to  be  bor- 
rowed might  well  have  been  larger, 
and  the  term  of  repayment  might  have 
been  longer:  but  wc  assume  that  the 
8 mount  to  be  borrowed  and  tho  time  of 
redemption  were  flxrd  after  a  careful 
study  or  tho  situation  here  and  in  tlie 
London  money  msrk<:i.  In  tills  connec- 
tion the  following  extract  from  an  in- 
terview with  Mr.  Alvo  vOn  Alvcnslebcn. 
printed  in  The,  Vancouver  .Sun.  a  paper 
whose  hostility  of  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment is  vi-cll  known,  will  be  read 
^\lth  a  great  deal  of  interest.  Mr.  von 
Alvenaleben,  after  speaking  of  tl^e  man- 
ner in  which  some  timid  persons  resi- 
dent in  this  Province  took  alarm  at 
the  check  In  progress  which  marked 
the    beginning   of   la.it   year,   .sahl:

?2.r>2o.4  97  in  tho  previous  year.  In  the 
last  item  there  was  included  more  than 
?1. 000, 000  received  on  account  of  timber 
royalties  and  other  fees  derived  from 
timber,  which  for  the  past  year  are 
credited  to  the  forest  branch.  The  net 
falling  off  in  land  revenue  is  S600.00O, 
and  this  is  due  chiefly  to  a  .shrinkage 
of  S400.000  In  receipts  from  land  sales. 
One  cau.se  of  this  diminution  is  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  Government,  before 
puttfng  upon  the  market  any  large  sale 
of  townsltc  property,  was  actuated  by 
tho  conviction  that  during  a  time  of 
finajjclal  depression  it  would  be  Inad- 
visable to  offer  for  sale  property  for 
whUilT  there  did  not  appear  to  be  any 
Immediate  demand.  A  conspicuous  ex- 
cfption  wats.the  sale  of  lots  in  the 
Fort  George  district,  where  the  aver- 
ago  price  obtained  per  lot  was  some- 
thing in  the  neighborhood  of  SI, 000.  As 
the  Province  yet  has  1,839  lots  in  this 
town^;|rr.  a.  very  considerable  inwme 
may  b.'  expected  from  this  source.  •  At- 
tention is  directed  to  the  fact  that  tiu: 
holdings  of  the  Government  In  town- 
sites,  already  subdivided  or  that  may 
hereafter  be.  Will  prove  a  very  im- 
portant  asset. 

During  the  year  approximately  1,000,- 
000  acres,  of  Crown  lands  have  been  sur- 
veyed. In  addition  to  <  r.00,000 
acres  of  timber  licenses  h-'  ■  ii  sur- 
veyed and  600,000  acres  of  lands  pur- 
chased by  private  persons.  This  is  a  very 
remarkable  showing,  and  the  depart- 
ment Is  able  to  say  that  it  is  now  in  a 
position  to  meet  the  demands  of  settlers 
for    lands    available      for      pre-emption. 

Tins  report  occupies  187  pages,  and 
contains  a  gr'ai.  fund  of  exceedingly 
useful  information.  There  have  been 
many  vai-ied  estimates  of  tho  agricul- 
tural areas  of  tliis  Province,  and  there 
is  in  this  report  some  very  interesting 
infoini*tion  on  this  point.  For  example, 
.Mi.  \\  i\  Swannell  gives  the  following 
data  as  to  the  Omenica  district,  a  part 
of  the  Province  that  has  not  yet  been 
very  much  considered  in  connection  with 
colonization.

"There  la.**  he 
says,  "a  mysterious  force  which  I  do 
not  understand  in  tho  loeBt—the  force 
of  gravity— which  puts  the  force  of 
cohesion  absolutely  to  shame.  This 
force  is  binding  the  cosmos  together. 
If  the  earth  had  to  bi  .tield  to  the  moon 
by  a  metal  bar,  instead  of  by  gravity,  a.s 
it  is  held  today,  tlmt  bar,  even  though 
It  was  of  the  finest  drawn  steel,  would 
have  to  be  400  miles  thick  In  order  to 
avoid  being  pulled  asunder,  by  the 
strain.  The  force  of  which  this  strain 
is  the  equivalent  must  be  transmitted 
by  the  ether  of  space.  Bthor.  in  fact, 
was  far  stronger  than  any  kind  of  force 
that   .could    be    imagined." 

Sir  Oliver  believes  that  electnctty  is 
the  connecting  link  between  ether  and 
matter.  Ho  points  out  that  the  earth 
travels  thrpugh  ether  at  the  rate  of 
nineteen  rollea  a  second  without  per- 
ceptible friction.  Experiments  he  has 
conducted  show  there  is  no  friction 
whatever  between  ether  and  matter.  If 
there  was,  the  natural  assumption  is 
that  tlie  astronomical  motions  would 
sooner  or  later  cOmo  to  rest.  As  there 
is  no  mechanical  connection,  the  belief 
Is  that  It  is  electrical.  An  interesline 
theory  advanced  by  the  scientist  is  to 
the  effect  that  matter  is  composed  of 
ether.  He  thinks  this  will  eventually 
be  proved  to  be  the  case.  lie  considers 
it  may  even  be  found  that  the  ether  of 
space  constitutes  the  material  bodies 
moving  within  space.  At  present  the 
sense  can  conceive  the  bodies,  V«t- not 
the  other. 

It  Is  obvious  that  if  the  theorlcc 
which  are  advancfcd  by  Sir  Oliver  Lodge 
ultimately  be  found  co; :  -    vista  of 

knowledge  will  be  tiuuwa  open  to 
humanity  such  as  the  greatest  sages 
have  never  even  imagined.  If  the  dif- 
ferent waves  of  tho  ether,  of  which 
there  are  tliousands,  and  possibly  mil- 
lions. riMi  lie  applied  to  tlic  uHe.<<  of 
earth,  as  in  the  case  of  wireless  tele- 
graphy, many,  if  not  all,  of  the  Invcn- 
tlons  on  whicli  tho  world  prhle:*  itself 
will     P"!'-     into    lnMlgnlfl<^ance.

"In  spite  of  the  Inrge  increai>r  i.n 
the  force  emplo.ved  in  1913  as  compared 
with  the  one  in  I91i'."  reports  the  chief 
forester,  "it  i.«  plain  that  the  prfcse.Tt 
force  Is  inadeciuate  to  properly  .admin- 
ister and  protect  from  fire  an  area,  or 
150  million  acres,  and  the  force  must 
be  further  Increased.  ,  There  is  an 
especial  need  for  more  officers  in  the 
Coast  and  Northern  districts,  which  art- 
subject  to  rapid  settlement  and  devel- 
opment, with  con.stani  Increase  In  tire 
protection    work." 

The  public  *  revenue  of  British  Co- 
lumbia Is  tho  largest  _ln  Canada,  per 
hpad  of  population,  being  no  less  than 
three  tinv^s  that  of  tlip  nest  highest 
rroviriee.  ManitoVKi,  and  over  seven 
times  that  of  Ontario.  It  amounts  to 
nearly  $27  per  Inhabitant,  and  by  far 
the  most  Important  item  in  this  rev- 
enue is  the  proportion  derived  from  ll-.e 
r'rovincial    forests.'

By  providing  tliat  all  mill.s  cutting 
over  oOO,Oi>0  feet  per  annum  mu«t  em- 
ploy a  scaler  licensed  by  the  Go^'ern- 
rnent,  the  Forest  Depattmctil  has  made 
possible  the  regulation  of  scaling 
throushout  the  Province.  .\l.  the  ho- 
glnnins  of  the  present  year  a  board  of 
examiners  was  appointed  and  a  series 
of  examinations  were  held  at  the  chief 
centres  of  the  lumber  industry.  Of 
the  applicants,  106  were  .miecessful  in 
olitslning  licenses.

According  to  the  report.  t,he  mark<?t 
for  this  in  1913  was  better  than  ever 
before  on  account  of  the  coal  shortage, 
the  sales  being  estimated  at  300. OOo 
cords    valued    at    1900,000.

The  report  makes  some  valuable  suk- 
gcstion.s,  with  legard  to  tho  export  .-r 
forest  produce  from  British  C.'oIurnVtia, 
and  the  mo.ft  available  markets.

•""rown  timber  lands,  Mr.  McMillan  said

The 
Spring  fire  season,  wliich  characterized 
the  season  of  1912,  and  caused  most  of 
the  damage  then,  did  not  develop,  .i!- 
though  provision  ■was  made  to  meet  it, 
should  It  occur,  by  the  appolntmi'ut 
in  late  .Vprll  and  Ciirlj-  .May  of  a  large 
number  of  tho  Hangers  and  Guards. 
HmaJl  Fire  Damage 
In  the  forest  districts  of  th<^  Coast, 
and  e.specIuU.v  on  tho  Xorthcrn  Coast, 
the  season  wa.s  exceptionally  wet,  .Tnd 
the  fire  damage  was  almost  negligible. 
The  Interior  forest  districts  report  also 
a  season  In  general  very  helpful  in  fire 
prevention.  Vernon,  Jjlllooet  and  Kam- 
loops  experienced  rather  dangerous,  biii 
fortunately  short,  dry  spells  during  .July 
and  Augu-st,  the  ex^ict  periods  differing 
wltli  the  respective  districts.  The  haz- 
ardous conditions  thus  caused  were 
however,  'successfully  met  by  strength-  j 
ening  the  force  during  the  critical 
periods  and  by  taking  increased  pre- 
cautions  all    round. 

Permits  for  burning  brush  and  .slash 
were  gninted  throughout  almost  the 
entire  season.  Only  a  few  cases  was 
it  necessary  to  cancel  permits  or  refuse 
them,   and    then   only    for   short   periods. 

The  total  number  ot  fires  reported. 
57S.  Is  much  greater  than  last  year, 
when  only  347  were  reported.  This  is 
due,  howeveV,  partly  to  the  fact  that 
reports  are  more  complete  and  reliable 
this  year  on  account  of  improved  or- 
ganization. The  largo  number  of  flrivs 
shows  the  danger  present,  even  In  a 
favorable  year,  and  the  necessity  of 
having  an  organization  to  control  them. 
There  is  no  question  but  that  many  of  | 
these  tires,  had  they  not  been  con-  ^ 
trolled,  would  have  spread  .«lowly  o-" 
smoulderSd  until  favorable  weather  con- 
dition."! arrived,  when  they  would  ])av  • 
developed  into  dcvastlng  fires  difficult 
and    e\TKnsi\r     to    extln'.!Ui;-ili. 

X.arr«  Area  Patrolled 
The  fin-  protection  .^taft  for  191 
totaled  in  niid-.Summer  about  320  men 
an  increase  of  50  per  cent  over  the 
total  of  212  for  1912.  The  total  area 
under  administration  Is  160,000.oo<) 
acres,  which  Is  25,000,000  acres  or  one- 
fifth  greater  than  in  1912.  The  average 
aiea  per  man  was  about  470.000  acres, 
a  decrease  of  20  per  cent  under  the 
average  area  of  591,000  acras  of  1912. 
The  men  are,  of  course,  not  distributed 
mathematically,  hut  according  to  local 
conditions  of  hazard  and  commniilea- 
tlon. 

Thf-  total- cost  of  patrol  alone  u.i-.: 
about  $190,000,  which  is  nearly  i:;  (ler 
cent  greater  than  the  total  of  Jl'O.OOn 
in  1912.  This  means  an  average  cn<t 
per  acre  of  1  1-4  mills,  or  about  l-'s 
cent  as  compared  with  I  l-:;  inill.s  nr 
1-7  cent   In    1912. 

The  season  began  with  a  pej-manenl 
stuff  of  about  thiily  ItansiMs.  The 
regular  guards  and  railway  patrolmen 
wM'R  placed  on  duty  mostly  in  .Ma.v. 
and  the  special  guards  were  added  dur- 
ing the  extra-dangerous  periods  in  ,TuI,v 
and  .\ugust.  The  District  Wardens  of 
1912  correspond  to  the  regular  Guaids 
of  1913.  The  average  area  per  warde.i 
In  1912  was  about  SI7.000  a<rea,  and 
per  GuhViI  in  ISi:^  alioul  943,000  acre.'<: 
the  increase  being  due  to  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the.  area  pati-oiled  from  125,- 
000,000  to  130,000,000  acres.  The.-ic 
figures  represent  the  average  unit  pat- 
rol divi.slon,  since  the  Kangers  act  In 
a  supervisory  capacity,  each  over  sever- 
al guards  areas.  The  rallwaj-  patrol- 
men Cover  only  the  comrwratlvely  nar- 
row hell  along  the  railways  under  con- 
strucllon,  and  the  sueclal  Guards  are 
In  the  nature  of  extra  men  employed 
as  asslstant,8  to  the  regular  Guard.s 
during  the  most  ha/.aidous  portions  of 
the  .Summer. 

The  total  damage  caused  by  fire  was 
only  J1S,354.  as  agaln.«!t  1313,273  In 
1912,  The  damage  to  standing  forest 
was  only  $4,387.  as  against  $200,009 
last  year.  Klrea  covered  and  damaged 
to  a  greater  or  less  extent  than  8,000 
mrles  of  merchantable  timber,  and  2,000 
acres  of  valuable  second  growth:  2.535 
acres  of  slash  w-as  also  burned,  making 
a  total  of  10,270  acren,  as  against  over 
160.000  last  year.  The  damage  ta  other 
forms  of  property  totaled  only  113,- 
SS7.25.  as  againut  I113.27B  of  iMt  year. 
Over  «0  per  cent  of  this  was  due  to 
a  single  fire  in  Cranbrof»ic  district,  which 
deatroyed  a  large  q'il»ntlty  of  saw 
logs  on  akldways.

The  re- 
ports of  affiliated  soclotleB  deinoii- 
Htrated  the  widespread  character  of  the 
activities  of  council  women.  Excellent 
addreeses  were  delivered  by  Mm.  New- 
all  and  Mrs.  R.  S.  bay.  Bitihop  Mc- 
Donald was  an  honored  guest  and  Hpoko 
In  support  of  tfie  wofk  of  the  Children's 
Aid  Society,  both  on  the  ground  of 
Nature  and  of  the  Supernatural.  Even 
the  animals  cared  for  their  young,  ajfd 
we  might  learn  mucli  from  these  par- 
ents. The  speaker  quoted  Mr«.  Brown- 
ing's lines  on  the  sorrowH  o^  children, 
and  prc-3sed  home  the  claims  of  mother- 
less children.  We  were  all  Clirlstlan.s, 
after  all.  and  Cod  Was  especially  the 
Father  of  orphan.s.  The  injunction  of 
St.  .lames  "to  vl.sit  the  father.s  and 
widows  in  their  afflict itm"  wa.s  fol- 
lowed by  niimbonj  of  this  .society,  and 
the.  work  must  commend  itself  to  all. 
^\'lth  good  wishes  for  the  success  of  the 
work  of  the  Council  the  ape*.k<;r  closed, 
receiving,  on  the  suggestion  of  the  presi- 
dent, a  standing  vote  of  Ihftnk.s, 

Mls.s  Munro,  for  tlu;  Florence  Xlghtin- 
gale  Chapter  Daughters  of  the  lOnipire, 
reported  that  during  the  year  the  society 
had  helped  two  young  g'rls  and  two 
young  men  who  were  ill  and  homeless, 
had'  supp-rted  a  -native  girl  in  India 
who  was  training  for  a  nurse,  and  had 
engaged  in  ambulance  work  under  the 
sgt.    John    Ambulance    Society,    while    at 


lelr  meetings  paper.t  on  "Nyble  Wo- 
men" -had  been  read.  The  president. 
Miss  Crease,  spoke,  with  strong  ap- 
proval of  the  work  and  alms  of  tlieso 
young   ladies. 

The  report  of  the  Toadies'  Alu.sical 
Society,  read  by  Miss  Hehnckeii.  claimed 
greater  support  for .  the  amateur  con- 
certs, and  .showed  that,  by  bringing  the 
finest  musical  talent  to  the  city,  this 
society  wa.s  doing  a  great  work  in  cul- 
tivating a  taste,  for  music  and  should 
not  be  allowed  to  suffer  from  want  of 
financial  support.  The  president  a.s- 
surcd  this  society  that  its  efforts  wore 
warmly  appreciated  by  the  citizens,  as 
she  knew  from  the  many  favorable  com- 
ments   t<he    had    heard. 

Womaa'a   Auxiliary 

The  growth  of  the  work ,  of  the  Vic- 
torian Order  of  Nurses  was  described 
by  Miss  Oldfield.  It  was  hoped-  that 
during  the  coming  year  a  ttiird  nurse 
would  be  engaged  and  a  home  prooired, 
with  a  housekeeper.  The  sp^'aker  al- 
luded to  the  confidence  in  the  nurses 
shown  by  the  doctors,  an<l  hoped  for 
the  spread  of  their  Vork  among  those 
who  only  needed  the  attention  of  a  visit- 
ing   nur.«ie. 

The  Womeii'.s  .\uxiliary  for  the  Pre- 
vention of  Cruelty  to  Animals  and  the 
Victoria  Literary  Society  reported  on 
the  success  of  work  lu  widely  different 
spheres,  while  the  l^adies'  Ciuilfl  of  the 
Metropolitan  Church  told  how  they  had 
raised  11.167  and  spent  mofst  of  it  on  the 
parsonage. 

Mrs.  Gordon  Grant  save  a  clear  ami 
interesting  account  of  the  Children's 
Aid  Society,  from  the  passing  of  the 
Act  for  Neglected  and  ,  Delliiquont 
Children,  through  the  cffortt'  of  Mr. 
Justice  Mcriiillip.s,  then  Member  lor  the 
Islands,  and  the  late  Captain  Tatlow, 
twelve  years  ago,  down  to  the  present 
time  when  fifty-eight  boys  and  girl.s  in 
Victoria  are  cared  for  in  the  home, 
managed  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Spoffoni,  and 
taught  in  a  school  by  Mis.s  O'Koefe. 
Mrs.  Cirant  .spoke  in' terms  of  warm  ap- 
preciation of  the  work  being  done  In 
the  home  and  at  the  school,  as  well  as 
of -the   assistance  given   by   Mrs.    Flett. 

The  Friendly  Help  '  report  Was  read 
by  Miss  Mary  Lawson.  The  report 
showed  that  the  society  had  been  instru- 
mental in  supplying  the  needs  of  a  far 
greater  number  of  people  this  year,  but 
t^at,  throligh  the  generosity  of  the  pub- 
lic and  grants  from  the  city,  the  funds 
had  so  far  been  equal  to  demands  made 
tipon  them.  Miss  Lawson  acknowledged 
assistance  from  the  policewomen,  tlic 
health  officer.  Dr.  G.  A.  B.  Hall,  and  the 
Victorian    nurses. 

Mrs.  Andrews  reported  for  the  W. 
C.  T.  17.  Home,  paying  a  tribute,  not 
only  to  the  matron.  Mrs.  Kletl,  but  to 
Mrs.  Spencer.  Mrs.  Shakespeare  and 
other  directors  for  long  and  devoted 
service.  The  addition  of  a  wing  had 
given  much  needed  room,  but  left  tlie 
committee  a  debt  which  Us  members 
hoped  tho  public  would  help  them  to  dis- 
charge. 

Mrs.  Vrank 'Adams  gave  an  excellent 
report  tof  tlie  progress  of  the  Y.  W. 
C.  A.,  showrng  that  the  renting  of  the 
large  building  on  Douglas  Street  liad 
enabled  the  society  to  carry  out  plans 
for  the  good  of  the  girls,  much  valuable 
institutional  work  being  done.  The 
work  of  the  Traveler's  Aid  was  com- 
momlefl.  and  the  support  of  affiliated 
societies  and  the  need  for  a  convalescent 
home    wore»strongly    urged.

The  appoliuincnt.  of  an  ofriclal  to  look 
after  the  moving  picture  theatres  of  thu 
rrovltice.  which  was  made  last  year,  is 
confirmed  In  a  bill  whJch  was  Introduced 
ycstcrda.v  in  the  Legislature  by  the  At- 
torney-General, and  designated  "An  Act  to 
negulatc     Theatres    and       Kliiemalogiaphs."

The  act  provide.-  iliat  no  iici.ion  .•iluill 
act  --an  operator  unless  lie  Is  of  the  ago 
of  olshtetti  year.',  and  has  been  granted 
a  license.  .Xnoth.-,  ni.nl.iton  of  the  bill 
says  that  no  child  under  the  ago  of  four- 
tt«en  years,  unlesji  accompanied  by  an 
adult,  shall  be  permitted  within  a  n..),  ;n-, 
pleture    theatre. 

The  bill  gives  authorit;.  i..  tin 
and  his  asalstniits  to  etiforei;  t  lie 
tlons  and  prorlsions^  with  regard 
lleensing  of  houses  tli<>  prohlliitjons  agninnt 
exhibitions  on  fundays,  and  thu  llcensins 
of  operators,  which  shall  com.c  into  force 
July    I     of    the    present    year.

Foolish  mothers  too  often  frighten 
their  own  children  with  threats  ot 
IJoUccmen  or  Stories  <Jf  misfortunes 
that  may  happen  the  disobedient  or 
thoubli'soiiie  child,  little  dreaming  of 
Uie  impression  their  foollsli  words 
make  o>i  the  niiml  of  an  ignorant  i>iit 
Imaginative  child. 

Stories  told  b.e  ^lown  people  to  each 
other  of  violence  or  .-iuperstitions  have 
often  robbed  a  timid  child  of  peace  of 
mind  for  years.  Is'o  cruelty  Is  greater 
than  that  which  fills  the  mind  of  a 
child  with  dread  of  the  mysterious  or 
unknown.  The  mother  who  sends  her 
little  gin  supperless  to  bed  or  lnfliet.>< 
a  severe  whipping  on  her  erring  little 
son  Is  merciful  In  comparison  with  her 
who  shuts  the  eulprli  in  a  dark  closet 
'or  threatens  him  '-vith  .some  bug-a-boo, 
whether  it  be  a.  black  man,  a  policeman 
or  the  wrath  of  God,  Those  mothers 
who  must  leave  their  children  to  the 
care  of  others  should  see  to  it  that  the 
nurse,  whether  she  bo  young  or  old,  is 
trustworthy.  The  harm  which  may  be 
done  to  the  delicate  nerves  and  the 
tender  scnslbillti-  or  w  little  child  l.s 
incalculable. 

Those  parents  who  find  that'  their 
children  are  afraid  of  the  dark  and 
hesitate  to  go  into  an  empty  room,  need 
not  hot>e  to  eradicate  the  fear  hy  scold- 
ing or  ridicule.  It  la  possible,  of  codrse, 
to  enforce  obedience  and  to  make  the 
child  endure  the  misery  of  lying  awake 
alone  in  the  dark.  But  this  may  be  at 
the  cost  of  nerves  disordered  for  life. 
There  are.  of  course,  many  children  so 
constituted  that  they  cannot  be  fright- 
ened In  auch  ways,  but  thc.v  are  not 
those  who  have  the  finest  natures, 

A  child's  aound  and  peaceful  sleep 
Is  V'lr  more  valuable  tlwn  u  little  light 
Or  cVen  the  time  and  attention  of  an 
older  person.  Whatever  older  people 
think,  qhildhood  Is  not  always  happy. 
Its  sorrows  aro  keen  and  long-remem- 
bered. 

We  owe  It  to  our  children  that  tley 
enter'  upon  manhood  and  womanhood 
.strong  in  body  and  sound  In  mind.  That 
they  may  do  this  they  should  &c  pro- 
tected in  infancy  from  nccdle.s.s  ;ind 
baseless  fears. 


Children  and    the   Streets 

What  rigJits  have  children  on  the 
streets?  Surely  the  same  rights  as 
grown  people  have.  They  should  bo 
allowed  to  uao  them  aa  long  as  they 
are  not  Interfering  with  the'  rights  of 
others.  When  mothers  send  their  little 
ones  out  to  play  In  the  afternoons  they 
should  see  that  they  do  not  give  trouble 
to  anyone.  There  la  no  i-eason  why  they 
should  not  skate  on  tlie  pavement,  hut 
they  ought  not  to  take  up  the  whole 
street  either  by  pla.ving  games  or 
catching  hands  or  In  any  other  way  in- 
terfering with  the  comfort  or  conveni- 
ence   of    those    who    use    the    street. 

It  is  not  too  nuieh  to  ask  that  the 
children  find  out  whether  there  are 
sick  people  in  their  nelghboorhood  to 
whom  the  noise  made  by  skates  or  by 
their  shouts  and  laughter  may  prove 
distreKsing.  Theii>  art-  very  few  boys 
and  girls  who.  If  appealed  to  will  not 
go  away  or  play  more  quietly  when 
they  know  that  llicy  are  hurting  Hpy- 
one. 

Mane  motlniM  prefer  tliat  their  elill- 
drcn  remain  in  their  sight  ratlier  than 
go*  to  the  parks,  and  It  Is  not  alway.s 
advlsablt;  to  shut  them  In  the  yards. 
It  Is.  aiways  to  be  remembered  that 
children  at  pla.v,  even  if  the  play  be 
boisterous,  aro  srowln;,-  strong  and  ai-e 
learning  no  evil. 

The  youHKcst  child,  however,  caii  "He 
tauglit  nut  to  destroy  the  grasia  of  the 
boulevards  or  the  tirr.s  and  shrub.s 
planted  on  them.  Some  of  the  most  | 
Ihk'kly  populated  streets  of  the  city 
liave  the  best  kept  boulevard."?.  The 
Krnwn  people  do  not  walk  across  the 
corners  of  the  grass  nor  do  .school 
(■•hlldrcn  throw  orange  peel  or  any  other 
rubbish  on  the  boulevard.  It  is  not  as 
hard  na  some  peopl«  think  to  Impress 
upon  children   that   they  arc   citizens.

LONDON,  Fob.  18.— -No  provision  of 
the  convention  agreed  to  by  the  Inter- 
national Conference  on  safety  of  life  at 
sea  ha«  created  .surh  interest  as  that 
enforcing  tlic  eciuipment  of  all  \-essels 
carrying  fifty  or  more  persons,  whether 
passengers  or  not.  with  wireless  tele- 
graphy apparatus  when  engaged  upon 
international,  including  colonial   voyages. 

"This  new  pro\'l.«lon  marks  a  great 
stride  forward,  does  it  not?"  Slgnor 
William  Marconi  was  asked. 

''li  does  indeecl,"  said  Mr.  Marconi, 
"I  have  been  trying^  to  make  ar  ap- 
proximate return  of  the  percentage  of 
British  ships  fitted  with  wireless  aii- 
paratus.  If  you  take  steamers  of  100 
tons  and  upwards  on  Lloyd's  Register 
you  will  rind  that  less  than  7  per 
cent  have  wfl-eless  installation.  Houghly. 
there  are  about  10,000  vessels  of  over 
100  ton.i,  and  fewer  than  700  of  these 
have  got  'wireless.'  Twelve  per  cent 
of  Germany'.«i  ships  have  'wireless' 
etiuipment.  and  about  8  per  cent  of 
those  of  France."' 

"You  will  lequlre  an  enormous  In- 
crease in  your  plant,  will  you  not'.'"  We 
have,"  replied  .Mr.  Marconi,  "practically 
got  'he  manufactured  plant,  and,  of 
course,  the  work  of  equipping  will  be 
spread  over  a  number  of  years.  'Wire- 
less' seems  to  be  even  more  necessary 
today  than  it  was  a  year  ago,  owing  to 
the  increase  In  the  number  of  ships 
and  in  their  speed.  Certainly  accidents 
appeal-  to  be  more  frequent  thon  they 
used  to  be,  Kven  today  a  shij}  may 
fall  to  report  herself,  may  disappear, 
and'  not  be  heard  of  again;  in  fact, 
there  ia  greater  publicity  when  a  sliip 
is  saved  than  when  she  goes  to  the 
bottom." 

"The  compuli^ory  equipment  of  'wire- 
less' will  prevent  such  silent  disappear- 
ances?" 

"Yes,  it- is  not  only  a  ready  help  in 
case  of  accidents,  but  la  a  safeguard 
against  accidents,  for  if  a  ship  gets 
Into  fog,  or  among  icebergs,  she  can 
warn  other"  vessels  of  the  conditions 
they    may    expect." 

"Have  you  ever  computed  how  many 
lives  have  been  saved  at  sea  iiy  wireless 
telegraphy?" 

"No,  1  have  never  made  sin-h  calcu- 
lation, but  I  think-  you  will  II nd  it  is 
between  3.000  and  4,000;  it  is  certainly 
over  ;UO00." 

"In  the  convention  provision  is  made 
for  the  possibility,  of  the  invention  of  an 
automatic  apparatus  which  will  take 
the  place  of  watchers  in  wireless  tele- 
graphy chambers.  What  do  you  think 
of  the  suggestion?" 

"l  think  svich  an  apparatus  n-iay 
come;  there  Is  every  probability  of  its 
coming:  It  is'  not,  however,  quite  ready 
yet."

KegarOlnir  the  Sale  of  Folaons 
Sir, — Speaking  fur  liu-  only  legalized 
vendors  and  di.speiiscis  of  poisons  in 
this  I'lovince — t!ie  iiualified  druggists 
and  i>harinaci3ts — the  letter  of  irlcnry 
Marion  in  The  Colonist,  February  H, 
with  reference  to  the  lamentable  poison- 
ing of  dogs,  seems  to  renulro  an  ex- 
iJlanatlon.  Your  correepondent  asks  "if 
something  cannot  be  done  to  put  a  stop 
to  the  far  too  easy  purchase  of  iioi- 
sons.-  Under  the  Pharmacy  Aot,  1801, 
and  amendments,  the  sale  of  certain 
poisons  is  confined  to  qualified  licenti- 
ates of  pharmacy  and  certified  clerks, 
ami  these  arc  sold  under  the  strictest 
condillous.  Poisons  arc  divided  into 
two  ^claases  or  "schedules  A  and  i:." 
Those  iu  schedule  A  cannqt  be  sold  un- 
less the  purcluun^'ltr  knowti  peraonalljr 
to  the  vendor,  or  i«'jji||^tffl]tau^  by  some- 
one known  to  the  V#i»TOP^Tiu(r«ntry  must

poppies  are  exempt.  TJierc  is  al.so  aii 
.Vet.  known  as  the  Agricultural  Poisons 
Aot  which  npe<-ially  exempts  I'aris 
green  (arsenate  of  copper)  and  ar.senate 
of  soda  from  the  operations  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  those  poi.sons.  with  a 
few  others,  being  specially  used  ■agri- 
culturally for  destroyin.g  posts,  though 
leglstratlon  of  the  sale  la  demanded. 

This,  briefly,  Mr.  Editor,  is  the  law, 
and  Is  it  not  as  stringent  as  our  legis- 
lators can  make  It?  And,  as  remarked 
before,  pharmacists  as  a  body  are  law- 
abiding  citizens.  The  writer  sympa- 
thizes with  Mr.  .Martin  in  the  loss  of 
his  dog.  for  no  one  is  a  greater  lover 
o"f  dogs  than  I:  but  I  do  n.>t  tlilnk  the 
blame  can  be  attached  to  tin-  )diarma- 
cists,  but  rather  to  the  purchaser,  who 
iloes  not  observe  the  little  known  Act 
which  regulates  placing  of  poisons,  such 
iis  posting  notic(>s  and  observing  the 
limlt,s  and  prohibited  places.  That  is  a 
mutter  for  the  police  to  inve.«!tigate, 
and  one  which,  in  my  opinion,  is  often  I 
lost  sight  of  entirely.  Kvcryono  does 
not  know  that  he  cannot  place  poison 
on  his  property  without  posting  notices,' 
i'lid,  therefore.  1  think  that  when  a  piir- 
ehasc-of  poison  is  made,  the  pharmaelHt 
.should  be  able  to  give  n  pamphlet  con- 
taining the  law  as  lo  the  plBorng  of 
poison,  .said  iiamiililei  (o  be  furnished 
free  by  the  municipality.  In  conclusion, 
the  writer  will  be  plc.r^ed  to  receive 
any  Information  f  'it  will  lend  to  the 
conviction  of  an.v  person  contravening 
the  reriuli-ements  of  the  Pharmacy  Act 
relating  to  poison.s,  their  .sale,  labelling, 
etc.
